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WE  NOMINATE 

Mary  Frances  Connelly,  beloved  64-year  old  manager  of 
Princeton  University's  athletic  ticket  office,  who  this  week  for 
the  last  time  is  worrying  about  the  myriad  behind-the-scenes 
details  that  make  intercollegiate  sport  possible.  In  short,  the 
almost  legendary  "Miss  Connelly" — exactly  4  feet,  11%  inches 
tall  and  known,  at  least  by  name,  to  thousands  of  Princeton 
football  spectators — retires  on  New  Year's  Day  after  some  34 
years  of  service  to  that  sizable  segment  of  a  university  com- 
munity which  is  concerned  with  things  athletic. 

It  was  early  in  the  fall  of  1915,  with  Palmer  Stadium  ready 
for  full  use,  that  the  late  George  R.  Murray,  then  Graduate 
Manager  of  Princeton  Athletics,  doubled  his  office  staff  and 
engaged  Miss  Connelly  as  a  bookkeeper-stenographer.  Weeks 
later  she  dropped  her  secretarial  duties  to  concentrate  upon 
ticket  administration  and  financial  affairs  and  to  play  her  key 
role  in  one  of  the  startling  developments  of  the  modern  era, 
the  growth  of  formalized  competitive  athletics. 

Born  in  New  York  City,  but  transplanted  to  Trenton  in 
infancy.  Miss  Connelly  was  the  next  to  the  oldest  in  a  family 
of  seven  children.  She  left  school  at  14  and  started  clerking  in 
a  corner  grocery  for  "about  three  dollars  a  week  and  lunch." 
For  the  next  17  years,  as  she  moved  on  from  the  grocery,  to  a 
job  in  the  decorating  room  of  a  pottery  plant,  to  accounting 
positions  in  Trenton  and  finally  to  Princeton,  she  completed 
her  training  on  both  the  secondary  and  advanced  levels — in 
night  classes.  Even  in  the  1930's  back  to  the  classroom  she  went 
to  study  advanced  accountancy  at  Rutgers. 

Miss  Connelly's  memory  is  as  long  as  her  Princeton  career. 
She  relishes  recalling  the  idiosyncrasies  of  the  brawny  heroes 
of  yesteryear,  the  allotment  of  five-dollar  football  tickets  in 
the  lush  i920's  and  the  away-from-home  Harvard  games  when 
the  entire  office  migrated  to  Cambridge  on  the  Fall  River 
night-boat.  For  15  years  she  was  content  to  take  athletics  vicar- 
iously but  then  the  inevitable  happened.  She  was  bitten  by  a 
bug — the  golf-bug — and  next  spring  she  will  be  out  on  the 
Springdale  links  playing  18  holes  daily,  something  she  has 
been  doing  as  often  as  possible  for  some  two  decades.

ability.  "I  wish  this  check  could  be 
much  bigger."  wrote  one  woman, 
"but  small  as  it  is,  it  is  sent  with 
great  hopes  that  your  fund  is  a 
success."

Outlaws  bat- 
tle cruel  landowners,  duels  are 
fought  on  castle  ramparts,  knights 
rescue  ladies  in  distress  in  the  best 
Hollywood  tradition.
